Mason and Dixon s Line, so often spoken of at the present time | 
in connexion with the civil war in America, is the parallel of lati- 
tude 89 deg 43 min. 26 вес., forming the boundary line between 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. It takes its name from Charles 
Mason and Jeremiah Dixon, two English mathematicians, who in 
1763 were employed by the proprietaries of those colonies to deter- 
mine the boundary line in order to put a stop to a border warfare 
which had lasted pinery years. Messrs. Mason and Dixon were 
four years occupied upon the work, having been impeded by the 
Indians. This parallel became afterwards famous as forming the 
division between freedom and slavery in the original States of the 
union.

EXPLOSION AT HOUNSLOW POWDER MILLS. 
On Tuesday week, an inquiry was instituted by Mr. J. Bird, 
coroner for West Middlesex, at the Hounslow powder works, 
into the circumstances attending the explosion of three powder 
mills, on the 8th inst, by which John Bennett, aged thirty-five, 
was killed, and another man, named Shrieve, was во seriously in- 
jured that he is not expected to recover. The coroner and jury 

roceeded to view the szene of the calamity. Тһе explosion had 
| ain so violent that the enormous millstones were in some instances, 
completely shivered to pieces. 

Mr. George Bennett, a foreman, described the injuries from which 
deceased died in a few hours after the accident. The other man 
was stated to be blind, and in a deplorable state. 

James Evans, engine-driver, said that on Friday, the 8th inst., 
about three o'clock in the afternoon, an explosion of three mills 
took place simulans: The engine had been still for three 
minutes previous, and the mills were also still. Тһе deceased, 
Bennett had been at work in the centre mill, and witness went to 
that mill immediately after the explosion, but deceased was not in 
it. In the western mill he found William Shrieve, who was ter- 
ribly burnt, and took him to the tank of water, and immersed him 
in it. He only complained of suffering, and said nothing about 
theorigin of the occurrence. "The engine bad been stopped by the 
order of Mr. Savin, in order to discharge the mills. The men had 
only entered the mills just before the explosion. 

James York, millwright, said that when he heard the explosion 
ke ran to the spot, and found three mills blown up. Deceased was 
lying outside one of them, near the tank. Witness procured assis- 
tance, and placed him in the water. Oil was then got and applied 
to him. 
about the accident. 
blew up first. 

D. Saville, day-foreman of three exploded mills, said that at the 
time in question he gave orders to Evans to stop the engine. In 
about three minutes afterwards witness was іп the eastern mill, 
when he heard ап explosion.

He was unable to speak, or to give any information |

copper paddle was used to scrape off any material that adhere d to 
the runner. Тһе quantity of powder in each mill was about 46lbs. 
He would swear that there were not 100lbs. in each mill. bis 
orders were not to exceed 461bs , and he guessed that quantity when 
he measured into the charge tub. 

The man Shrieve was stated to be quite ignorant of the manner 
in which the explosion was caused. ue was in the act of scraping 
the powder with the copper paddle, when the fire came all at once, 
and he heard but one repor:.

While the revelry was at the hottest 
during the day, and the multitudes most compact 
on the Place des Invalides, the Emperor and 
Empress drove at a slow, walking pace into the 
very midst of the people, and appeared to take part 
in the festivities. hile Paris is flocked with 
myriads of Italians, brooding over the many 
wrongs, real or imaginary, which they lay to the 
Emperor's charge — while threats aro muttered 
by white lips, at which the boldest stand aghast, 
and Garibaldi shouts out * Rome or death” to his 
impressionable legions — then, while the capital 
was most crowded, and all such men were abroad, 
did this extraordinary man come boldly into their 
midst, alone, unattended, undefended, without any 
escort, accompanied by the illustrious lady, to 
whose legitimist influence is attributed the persist- 
ence in that policy which has driven Garibaldi to 
desperation. Thus he drove along at a slower 
pes than an invalid would walk, through the 
arge crowd which gathered round his carriage. 
Every Englishman must pay his tribute to this 
indomitable pluck, and contrast it with the late 
citizen Kings skulking poltroonery. The Im- 
perial carriage was followed by six others, full of 
attendants. Іп one of these sat the chief of the 
staff of the Emperor's personal police, M. Y yrvoix, 
whose anxiety was ludicrous, as the people pressed 
around their ruler's carriage. The Emperor looked 
remarkably well and was well received. Тһе 
Empress appeared more beautiful than ever. She 
wore & white bonnet, with blue trimmings, which 
gave her the appearance of the loveliest lady that 
eye ever gazed upon. 

To those who are accustomed to the brilliant 
glare of a London illumination on a Royal birth- 
day, or some festival for public rejoicing, the 
strects of Paris must have appeared, as the Master 
of Ravenswood would say, “dark as a wolf's 
throat" The public edifices were dressed up for 
the occasion with flags and a thin white line of 
gas.

ALLEGED MURDER OF A WIFE IN EDINBURGH. 
А MELANCHOLY oceurrence took place in a house at No. 19, Semple- 
street, on Saturday night, which has resulted in the death of a 
young married woman, and the committal of her husband on a 
charge of murder. 

It appears that the prisoner, who is named George Charles, is a 
flesher by trade. He had been оп ап excursion to St. Andrew's, 
along with the employes of the North British Rubber Works (where 
he had lately beem working), and on his return home, somewhat 
the worse for drink, he began to quarrel with bis wife about 
some money he had expected would have been sent to 
him. Not receiving any reply, he became exasperated, 
struck her a severe blow on the back, and kicked her on other 
parts of the body. It is said be also took upa knife and threatened 
to stab her. Тһе poor woman ran to her father's house, a few yards 
off, and the old man immediately went to the prisoner, and asked 
him what he meant by maltreating his wife? He replied by saying 
that he would give his father-in-law **three inches of the knife " it 
he offered to meddle with his affairs. | The old man then 
gave him into custody. This took place at twenty minutes 
to one o'clock on Sunday morning. The deceased 
returned home, and in a few minutes afterwards she expired. 
On being informed of his wife's death, the prisoner said with a care- 
less air—“ I thought it would come to that;" and he seemed but 
little affected by tbe melancholy news. After the necessary in- 
quiries were made, he was committed on a charge of murder. The 
prisoner and the deceased had been married about nine years, and 
had a family of three children, all of whom are alive, the youngest 
being only six months old. ‘The deceased, who was of very re- 
spectable parents, was about twenty-seven years of age. It is stated 
that she had been suffering for some time back from heart disease. 
It is reported that the prisoner has for a long time been leading a 
dissipated life; and it was no uncommon thing for him, when under 
the influence of drink, to threaten to stab his wife, or any of his 
other relatives with whom he might disagree. 


IN addition to an action commenced against the Middle Level 
Drainage Commissioners in a case which was expected to have been 
heard at the recent Norwich Assizes, further proceedings are threat- 
ened by some other sufferers from the inundation, who have in- 
trusted the prosecution of their claims to Mr. Jackson, of Wisbech, 
and Mr. Jarvis aud Mr. Pitcher, of Lynn. The line of railway be- 
tween Wisbech and Watlington, which has been closed for traffic 
for more than three months in consequence of the flood, is expected 
to be opened again in a fortnight, the water having now abated 
sufficiently to enable workmen to commeuce the repairs required by 
the permanent way. Тһе traffic to Wisbech during the last few 
months bas been conducted ria March, so that no material incon- 
venience has been sustained by the local public; but the line sub- 
merged must require some considerable outlay for тер: 

“ PRINCE NAPOLEON,” says the Jadependance, “travelling under 
the name of the Count of Meudon, set out from Paris on Saturday 
afternoon to pass ten days in Switzerland.

AN inquiry was resumed on Monday, at the Prince ‘of Orange 
tavern, Philip-street, Sr. George's-in-the-East, by Mr. H. Rattles 
Walthew, deputy coroner for t Middlesex, respecting the 
death of Catherine Donovan, aged thirty, who was alleged to have 
lost her life through injuries inflicted оп her by her husband, a soap 
boiler, in the public street. Sarah Potter, nurse іп St. George's 
Union-house, said that the deceased was admitted to the house 
suffering from severe injuries. There were several bruises over her 
body, and she had a serious wound in the mouth. She stated to 
witness that she weut to her husband in a public-house, where 
some words ensued, and she left; her husband followed her and 
dealt her a heavy blow in the mouth, knocking her down with 
great force into the road, and she added, “It was that which 
brought me to this." Every effort was made to save the deceased's 
Ше, but death took place in three days. Dr. G. Nay stated that he 
was led to see the deceased, who was suffering from severe 
cancer in the mouth, and bruises over the person. The cancer 
might have been caused by such a blow as that described. The 
bruises would be occasioned by violent falls in the road. The in- 
juries to the mouth were the immediate cause of death. Sarah 
Sullivan, sister of deceased, deposed that a month before deceased's 
death witness saw her and her husband together. She had two 
cuts of a knife on the back of the head, and a stab on the collar- 
bone. ‘There was the mark of a kick from a heavy boot under the 
right ear. She had various bruises on her person. Witness asked 
her who had stabbed her, and Donovan ssid eagerly that Bar- 
tholomew Grace, a neighbour, hul done it Deeeased seemed 
frightened and afraid to speak before lier husband, but soon after- 
wirds she said shat her husband had stabbed her, and that she was 
sure she would be murdered by him. Witness. frequently saw 
them quarrelling, but never actual y saw Donovan strike her. Dr. 
Crouch said the netual cause of death we «ricarditis, which might 
have been caused by a blow оп the side. The coroner then summed 
up, and the jury, after a long consultation, returned a verdi-t, 
“That deceased died from the effects of certain injuries, but by 
whom or bow inilieted there was no evideuce to show.”

ANOTHER BALLOON ASCENT ON BEHALF OF THE 
BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 
ON Monday Mr. Glaisher, the Superintendent of the M , 
locieal De ent of the Royal Observatory, made a second ascent 
from the works of the Gas Company, in Wolverhampton. As on 
the first oceasion so also pow, the ascent was made іп Mr. Cox 
wells mammoth balloon, and under the direction of that ieronaat 
| The instruments. taken up were certain of them the same, and 


others similar to those used on the previous ascent, the only ex 

ception being that of Thompson's electrometer, which was des- 
troyed in the descent upon the former occasion. That instrument 
being absent, the observations will be confined to the primary 
observations contemplated by the association, namely, the 
humidity and temperature of the atmosphere, with its pressure, 
the vibration of the needle. and how much, if any, ozone there is in 
the atmosphere away from the earth. 

About, 5) 000 cubie feet of very light gas was turaed in, and 
shortly before one o'clock Mr. Glaisher, having » pped all his in 
struments and arranged them on the board before him, prepara 
tions were ma ie to leave the earth. One 
gas supplied was let out, with a few bags 
having been given, the balloon left. the 
oue, amid the warmest plaudits from Lord Wrottesley and a 
large number of the gentry of the neighbourhood. ‘The ascent wa 
a most steady one, the wind was blowing about twenty miles

the ground whence it ascended. ‘The directio taken seemed to bo 
over Birmingham, and towards Coventry G t interest is felt in 
the experimen s now being made, the re ults he previous experi- 
ments being in many respects contrary то all på vious views on the 
points of meteorology that are now being investigated. For 
instance, a cloud one mile thick was pa-sed through on the first 
sion, without there being any dew dep sited on the most sensi- 
tive hygrometer; and no ozone was found in the air, notwithstand 

ing that in the experiments on the earth the most ozone is usually 
found at tho bighest altitudes. For the experiments of Monday 
ozone papers were specially made by Dr. Moffatt himself. 

The balloon descended at five minutes past four, at Solihull, 
twenty-five miles from Wolverhampton, after attaining a height of 
four and a-half miles, where the temperature was twenty-fou 
degrees, the barometer about thirteen inches, and the dew point 
minus.

As serving purposes 
of cold utility, city trees are not to be slightly spoken of. hey 
filter the atmosphere, remove from it smoke and dust, and noxious 
fumes, and contribute to it the untainted lifegiving oxyzen that we 
require in immeasurable quantities to keep the wheels of life re- 
volving in their course. here are good places in and about the 
City for a thousand plane trees ; they would cost about a thousand 
shillings or a fraction more; there are a hunded parishes to divide 
the expense among them; neither picturesque Paxton nor 
arabesque Nesfield need be called іп to advise about 
them; they will grow in any rubbish, old mortar or 
coal ashes if need be, and take care of themselves ever after, 
as guardians of the housetops, and timekeepers of the changes of 
the year. No doubt they would return more than their cost every 
year after the first planting, if not in reducing the bills of mortality, 
certainly by making people happier in the midst of duty. ` 

Dr. MUELLER, the famous Australian botanist, has just pub 
lished the first of five volumes “Оп Plants Indigenous to 
Victoria.” He is also about to publish a description of the plants 
discovered in North-Western and Central Australia, by Mr 
Gregory and Mr. Stuart respective y, and also of North-Westeru 
Australia, by Mr. Stuart, in Central Australia, those pre-erved on 
board the steamer Victoria, during her voyage through Torres 
Straitsto Carpentaria and back. Dr. Mueller is also about to assist 
Mr. Bentham, the distinguished English botanist, in his gieat work 
on the Fiora of the entire Austruian continent.

On Monday last, a splendid drinking fountain, erected at the 
expense and presented to the inhabitants of the parish of St 
Clement Danes by Joseph Bond, Esq., many years an inhabitant ot 
the parish, in memoriam of his wife, was inaugurated in the 
presence of a large number of persons by the rector, churchwardens, 
and other authorities. The fountain is erected on the south side 
of the church, nearly facing Arundel-street, and consists of a beauti- 
ful draped figure of a female with wings, in a kneeling posture, 
holding the shell from which the water flows into a basin below ; 
the whole exccuted in Sicilian marble, the pedestal being of polished 
red Aberdeen granite. In the panels on either side are engraved іп 
gilt letters the words “In memoriam," and round the upper part, 
7 Presented by Joseph Boud ;" the whole standing about eight feet 
high, and will forma very attractive ornament to that part of the 
road. 

AT the close of the recent session ап Act received the Royal 
assent to amend the law relating to the fraudulent marking of 
merchandise. Тһе object of the new Act is to prevent the 
fraudulent marking of goods, and to prevent the sale thereof 
when so marked. It is now declared that the forging of a 
trade mark, or falsely applying any trade mark, shall be deemed a 
misdemeanor, and the article so marked is to be forfeited, as well 
as the instrument used for the purpose. It is also enacted that 
applying a forged trade mark to a cask, ӨШ”, case, wrapper, label, 
or otber thing in which any article is sold, or intended to be sold, 
shall ke deemed a misdemeanor, and the same forfeited, 
wise disposed of, as the court shall direct. After the 
cember, 1863, the Jaw is to be altered as to the selling of articles 
bearing fraudulent trade marks. Every person selling or expos- 
ing for sale any article knowing it to be forged or counterfeited, 
is to forfeit a penalty equal in value to the article, and a sum not 
exceeding £5 or less than 10s.

No. 13.—PETTICOAT-LANE AND ITS TRAFFIC. 


PETTICOAT-LANE, in connexion with its neighbour, Rosemary-lane, 
ħas come to be regarded as the principal old clothes Exchange. 


These marts are to second-hand habiliments what Smithfield was | 


to cattle, what Billingsgate is to fish, what Covent-garden is to fruit, 
flowers, and vegetables, what the Royal and Stock Exchanges are 
to money, bills, shares, securities, &c. 

The locality appropriated to the traffic in old clothes is one of 
narrow streets, dark аПеуғ, oppressive crowding, and unsavoury 
sme!ls. The dealers or merchants in this department of trade аге 
for the most part of the Hebrew race. Тһе traders seem to judge 
of a Hag-fair garment, whether a cotton frock or a ducal coach- 
man's greatcoat, by the touch more than by the sight. They іп- 
spect, so to speak, more by their fingers than by their eyes. The 
business in Petticoat-lane and Rosemary-lane, is mostly of a retail 
character. First, however, a word as to Petticoat-lane itself. 


A person unacquainted with the locality would be apt to imagine | 


that Petticoat-lane is merely one lane or street. 
would bea great mistake. Petticoat-lane gives its name to a little 
district. lt embraces Sandy's-row, Artillery-passage, Artillery- 
lane, Fryingpan-alley, Catherine-wheel-alley, Tripe-yard, Fisher's- 
alley, Wentworth-street, Harper's-alley, Marlborough-court, Broad- 
place, Providence-place, Ellison-street, Swan-court, Little Love- 
court, Hutchinson-street, Little Middlesex-street, Hebrew-place, 
Boars-head-yard, Black-horse-yard, Middlesex-street, Stoney- 
lane, Meeting-house-yard, Gravel-lane, White-street, Cutler-street, 
and Borer's-lane, until the wayfarer emerges into what appears the 
repose and the spaciousness of Devonshire-square, Bishopsgate- 
street, up Borer's-lane, or into what, from the contrast, really looks 
like the aristocratic thoroughfare of Aldgate High-street, down 
Middlesex-street, or into Houndsditch, through the halls of the Old 
Clothes Exchange. 

All these narrow streets, lanes, rows, passages, alleys, yards, 
courts, and places, are the sites of the street trade carried on in this 
quarter. The whole neighbeurhood rings with street cries, many 
of them uttered in those strange, cast-end, Jewish tones which do 
not sound like English. Mixed with the incessant invitations to 
buy Hebrew dainties or “sheepest pargains,” is occasionally heard 
the guttural utterance of the Irish tongue, for the “native Irish,” 
as they are sometimes called, are in possession of some portion of 
the street traffic of Petticoat-lane—the great original Rag Fair. 
‘The savour of tbe place is peculiar. There is fresh fish, and dried 
tish, and fish being fried in a style peculiar to the Jews, there is the 
fustiness of old clothes, there is the odour from the pans on which 
(still іп the Jewish fashion) frizzle and hiss pieces of meat and 
onions, puddings are boiling and enveloped in steam, cakes with 
strange names are hot from the oven, tubs of big pickled cucumbers 
or of onions give a sort of acidity to the atmosphere, lemons and 
oranges abound, and, altogether, the scene is not only such as can 
only be seen in London, but only such as can be seen in this one 
part of the metropolis. 

Though old clothes and old boots and shoes are, so to speak, the 
staple commodity of this district, yet the traffic is by no means соп- 
fined to the sale and purchase of these articles. In Petticoat-lane, 
as well as in Rosemary-lane, Whitecross-street, Ratcliffe-highway, 
and in the street markets generally, are to be seen men, women, and

scissors. The pocket-knives and scissors are kept well oiled, so 
that the weather does not rust them. These goods have been 
mostly repaired, ground and polished for street commerce. The

The principal traffic, however, is restricted to old things, such a3 
old black and satin waistcoats, old hats, second-hand caps, drawers, 
flannel waistcoats, men's stockings, women’s stays, caps, stockings,

But the people who sell are even more curious than the articles 


the conelusion that these old clothes traders who are standiog by 
the bundles of gowns, or liues of coats, hanging from their doar- 
posts, or in the place from which the window has been removed, or 


drowsy people, for they seem to sit among their property, lost in 
thought, or careing only for the fumes of a pipe. But let anyone 
indicate even by au approving glance, the likelibood of his becom- 
ing a customer, and it will be seen that there is no lack of liveliness 
or diligence. The solicitations to buy are chiefly addressed to 
strangers who are easily recognised by the вһагр and well-practised 
eyes of the dealers. 

The Petticoat-lane business hours are rather late. Until an hour 
or two after mid-day the district is quiet, and on very rainy days 
its aspect is sufficiently lamentable, for then it appears actually 
deserted. Perhaps оп а winter's Saturday night—as the Jewish 
Sabbath terminates at sunset, the scene may be the most striking of 
all Тһе flaring lights from uncovered gas, from fatted lamps, from 
the paper-shaded candles, and the many ways in which the poorer 


plicity of lights and shadows, which thrown and blended over the 
old clothes hanging up along the line of street, cause tbem to assume 
mysterious and grotesque forms, and if the wind be high, so as to 
make them be blown to and fro, an additional myetery and gro- 
tesqueness are imparted to the scene. 

But the requirements of the outer man are not the only things for 
which provision is made in Petticoat-lane. The wants of the inner 
man are also supplied. There are oysters, and ginger beer, and 
coffee hot, and lemonade and raspberryade, and nectar, all at “a 
halfpenny the glass.” There also is fish, hot or cold, 
and sponge cakes and biscuits, and dates, and figs, and 
“coker (cocoa) nuts,” and more dainties than we have space to 
enumerate. Such are some of the summer eatables and drinkables 
vended in the Petticoat-lane district. In winter there are, as long as 
daylight lasts—other street provisions, and if possible, greater zeal 
in selling them. There is the hot potatoe can, and the hot elder 
wine appaiatus, and smoking pies and puddings, and roasted apples 
and chesnuts and walnuts, and various fruits which ripen in the 
autumn—apples, pears, &c. 

One of the peculiarities of this district is that everything is at the 
very lowest price; for although it may not be asked, it will 


assuredly be taken. The bottle of lemonade, which is elsewhere a 
| penny, is here a halfpenny. The tarts, which, in the neighbour- 

hood of the Royal Exchange are a halfpenny cach, are here а far- 
| thing. When lemons are two a penny іп St. George's-market, 

Oxford-street, they are three and four a penny in Petticoat-lane 
| and Rosemary-lane. Certainly, there is a difference in size between 

the dearer and the cheaper tarts and lemons; and perhaps there is 
| a difference in quality also, but the rule of a minimum cheapness 
has no exceptions in tuis cheap trading quarter.
